The Cabinet Crisis. 


The present crisis in the Cabinet is 
not concerned with personalities, or even 
with principles. The issue of the war, 
and therefore the national existence, are 
involved in its result. The situation 
is governed by a single fact—the need of 
men. We are short of men on every 
front. We may not be ready for the great 
advance when opportunity gives the 
signal. We may fail in the duty which 
the Grand Alliance imposes on us: The 
fault is not the people 's, but the Govern- 
ment’s. When the voluntary system suc- 
cumbed to the strain of war, the people 
was quite willing to accept the sacrifice 
of general compulsion. The Government 
alone shrank from it. It passed a half- 
hearted measure of limited compulsion 
which did not secure the necessary num- 
bers, and inflicted grave injustice on a 
large class of the community. To-day the 
need of men is more urgent than ever ; 
the people is still ready to accept the only 
remedy, and the Government still hesi- 
tates to adopt it. 
placed the military requirements before 
the Government. It is said fo 
unanimous, and its memorandum is 
believed to have made important con- 
verts in the Cabinet. Some Ministers, 
including those whose names 
associated with whatever has 
vigorous and resolute in our 
of the war, are convinced 
military requirements can only 
met by a general measure af 
pulsion. Others resist general compul- 
sion because they fear that it would 
dislocate industry. The Prime Minister is 
trying: to reconcile the two sections, and, 
although the last few days have been full 
of Cabinet meetings, it is clear that no 
agreement has yet been reached.

Asquith was to have made a vital state- 
ment of fact and policy to the House of 
Commons yesterday. When the time 
came he was unable to make it—‘‘ some 
points are still outstanding without which 
the statement would be incomplete and 
inadequate.” He hopes to make it to-day, 
or it may have to be postponed till to- 
morrow. In the House of Lords yesterday 
the Marquis of Crewe hinted . that. the 
Statement may not be made until next 
Monday. We advise our readers to.refuse 
to be excited about possible resignations or 
re-groupings of Ministers. The coming 
statement is the only thing that matters. 
It must include an account of the actual 
needs of the Army as laid down by the 
Government's military advisers, and an 
explanation of the measures by which 
these needs are to be met. If the measures 
are adequate, the country will be 
fied. If they are inadequate—and they 
can be inadequate. for,only one reason— 
Sir Edward Carson will propose the 
motion of the Unionist War Committee 
which demands a scheme of compulsion 
for all able-bodied men of military age. 
It will be, if it has to be moved, a motion 
of want of confidence, and the Govern- 
ment must stand or fall by the result. 
If the motion be moved and emphatically 
defeated, the House of Commons will have 
accepted full responsibility for the 
Government's refusal to find soldiers for 
the war.

Trebizond. 


Yesterday brought both bad and good 
news from the theatre of war in Asia—bad 
news from Mesopotamia, where the relief 
force before Kut-el-Amara has suffered-a 
reverse ; good news from Armenia, where 
the Russians have taken the great Black 
‘Sea port of Trebizond. The seriousness 
of the reverse on the Tigris is difficult to 
estimate from the scanty intelligence on 
the situation which General Gorringe has 
transmitted.

Tt will enable 
the Russians to prosecute their campaign 
with short sea communications in place of 
long and circuitous land‘routes. It will 
compel a further retirement of the 
Turkish centre, even FÉ it remains un- 
broken. lt will thus uncover the left 
flank of the Turkish forces defending. the 
approaches by Bitlis and Diabekr to the 
Bagdad Railway.

A Recruiting Trophy. 


The members of the Bray Urban Council 
have formed themselves into a committee 
for the purpose of carrying out an in: 
teresting proposal made by the Chairman 
of the Council. The proposal is that a 
commnemorative tablet should be offered 
to the locality in Ireland which has con- 
tributed the largest proportion of eligible 
men to the fighting Services. The 
Lord Lieutenant, in hís speech at the 
Galway conference on recruiting, gave the 
public a notion of the keenness of many 
vf the Irish towns with regard to their 
recruiting records. Places so far apart 
(geographically and otherwise) as Belfast 
and ‘Ballina vied with one another-for the 
leading position. The Bray offer should 
stir local authorities and recruiting com- 
mittees to take the trouble to ascertain 
and publish the extent of the response 
from their respective districts to the call 
to arms. As yet, we believe, little has 
been done in. this way. Kingstown has 
called attention lately to its contributions 
in men for the Services, ascertained by 
means of house-to-house visitation in the 
township. It has a very fine record, and 
this, perhaps, it is that accounts for the 
hopes entertained by the Bray Committee 
that the tablet which is to be offered may 
be retained within Dublin County. Local 
rivalry, though it- can hardly influence 
men who have been unresponsive to the 
calls of honour and patriotism, may, 
nevertheless,. serve as an incentive to dis- 
trict recruiting committees to increase 
theix efforts ; and thus, indirectly, recruit- 
ing may be helped by the Bray proposal.

The 
difticulty of bringing up heavy guns 1s im 
mense even for the Caucasian handymen, and 
Trebizond is such a vital artery that the ‘Turks 
may offer most desperate resistance.

ATTITUDE OF UNIONIST 
WAR COMMITTEE. 


Mr. ASQUITH, at the close of questions in 
the House of Commons yesterday, said—I am 
not going to make the motion whichstands in 
my name (for the Easter recess), but perhaps 
the House will allow me to make a very brief 
statement. It had been my intention to make 
a statement to-day in regard to recruiting 
and the propogals of the Government in that 
connection. I regret that there are still out- 
standing some points without which my state- 
ment would be incomplete and inadequate. I 
hope to be in a position to-deal with the whole 
matter to-morrow. The Government - have 
promised the House an opportunity, if neves- 
sary; on a motion made by the: hon. member 
opposite (Sir Edward Carson), to discuss the 
motion before us Under the circumstances’ 
it would be unfair to take now the motion 
for the adjournment till May 2nd, and I 
shall not move the motion. It may, in the 
circumstances,. be necessary to ask the House 
to sit on Thursday. 

Mr. GRIFFITH BOSCAWEN — asked 
whether, under the circumstances, there could 
be an extension of leave given to those mem- 
bers who had come.over from France, and 
Flanders for the debate. 

Mr. ASQUITH said that the matter rested 
with the General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief. 

Replying to¢other questions, 

Mr. ASQUITH said that he was ‘entirely 
in the hands of the House as to the ‘disposal 
of its. time. He thought it micht. be con- 
venient if he made his statement. on Wednes- 
day, then adjourned the House, and took the 
discussion on Thursday. He hoved to make 
his statement on the Air Service before the 
adjournment. 


EXCITEMENT IN THE LOBBY. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM.) 


, There was great excitement in the Parlia- 
mentary Lobby yesterday afternoon following 
Mr. Asquith’s announcement deferring the 
promised statement on recruiting. ‘The-failure 
of ;Ministers ‘to arrive at agreement on 
their programme, despite the frequent and 
protracted conferences of Monday and yester- 
day, naturally gave currency to a great num- 
ber of rumours, and the intentions of certain 
members of the Cabinet were openly dis- 
cussed. There are, however, no resignations 
to report, and it is authoritatively stated that 
none has yet been tendered. 

The decision to postpone the Prime Minis- 
ter;s statement yesterday is understood to 
have been arrived at early in the morning as: 
a preliminary to the work of the Special Com< 
mittee over which Mr. Asquith presided, and 
that fact, while it shows the gravity -of the 
differences which exist in the Cabinet, may be 
taken as evidence also of a strong desire to 
find a solution without unduly disturbing the 
present’ situation. The solution has not yet 
been reached, and further conferences will be 
held to-day in the hope of yet attaining an 
agreement. 

The crisis is naturally being closely watched 
by the Committees of private members of the 
House of Commons, who have for some months 
been working in ‘favour of compulsory ser- 
vice for all of military age. 

UNIONIST WAR COMMITTEE. 

‘The Unionist War Committee held its meet- 
ing arranged for yesterday, and discussed the 
position. It is stated that 125 members were 
present, and that great keenness was mani- 
fested in view of the ‘prominence which the 
circumstances have given to the question of 
general compulsion. Sir Edward Carson pre- 
sided. The Committee will meet again at 
4.30 to-day. 

The Liberal War Committee will also meet 
to-day.

CHURCHILL. 

When Ministers concluded the first part of 
their deliberations yesterday Morning, and 
Mr. Bonar Law left for the City, Lieut.-Col. 
Winston Churchill, who had been at 11 
Downing street for some time, also departed. 
The right hon. gentleman was in mufti, and 
looked very well. Later, when Ministers 
finally rose, .Lieut.-Colonel Churchill drove u 
to Mr. Lloyd George’s official residence, aa 
remained there until about 3.15. He lunched 
with Mr. Lloyd George, and’ when the two left 
together they proceeded to the Ministry of 
Munitions 

Sir Edward Grey had arranged to go out 
of town on Monday evening. His departure 
was delayed probably by the uncertainties of 
the Cabinet situation, but he did not attend 
the Ministerial conference yesterday, and 
Lord Crewe took over the duties of the. 
Foreign Office. In the afternoon his lordship 
had an interview with the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor. The Russian Ambassador also visited 
the department. 

HOPES POR AGREEMENT. 

Late last night the feeling in usually well- 
informed political circles was that the crisis 
was somewhat less acute, and that there was 
still a chance of agreement on the recruiting > 
question b¢ing arrived at.

MAY NOT BE MADE BEFORE 
MONDAY. 
HOUSE OF LORDS—Tuesday. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR. took his seat upon 
thé Woolsack at a quarter past 4 o'clock. 

The Local Government (Emergency Pro- 
visions) Bill passed through Committee, and 
was read a third time, and passed. 

Viscount MILNER moved :— 

“That, in the opinion of this House, it is 
necessary, in order to secure the objects for 
which the country is fighting, that am Act 
should be passed without further delay render- 
ing all men of military age liable to be called 
upon for military service during the continu- 
ance of the war.” 

The motion, he said, was one of a. very 
grave character, and it was not without great 
searching of heart and long reluctance that 
he had decided to place it upon the paper. 
He realised the extremely serious inconveni- 
ence attaching to the public discussion of 
such a motion, and were he not convinced of 
its paramount importance, he would hesitate 
to initiate a debate. The responsibility for 
the motion was entirely his own. In view 
of the atmosphere of suspicion which pre- 
vailed, in view of the constant talk in the 
newspapers about cabals and plots, and all 
the rest of. it, he was there not as the spokes- 
man of any party or any group. He had not 
consulted anyone before placing the motion 
on the paper; and he had no idea of the 
amount of support he would obtain. He be- 
lieved, however, that the motion represented 
the views of a very large body of opinion— 
indeed, that it met with the approval of the 
majority of the people of the country at the 
present time. (Hear, hear.) In speaking on 
this motion, he suffered under the disadvan- 
tage of not being a soldier, and of having 
been, before the war, an advocate of national 
service. This latter fact exposed him to the 
suspicion, unjust, but not unnatural, of wish- 
ing to. make capital out of our present embar- 
rassments in favour of a policy for which he 
had always pleaded. Conscious of these dis- 
advantages, he had waited long and anxiously 
—perhaps, too long—in order that someone 
better fitted than himself might bring the 
matter forward. But it was now the eleventh 
hour, and if it was desirable that the pas- 
sionate. conviction of so many thousands of the 
people should find expression he felt that it 
was his duty to go on and do what little he 
could. A great deal. had happened since he 
placed the motion on the paper. In drafting 
the motion he wished to assert the principles 
of national service in the broadest’: form. They 
were intended to cover not only the unat- 
tested married men, but the men who had be- 
come 18 years of age since the 15th August 
last, or might attain that age during the con- 
tinuance of the war; all time-expired men, dnd 
men at present in reserved and exemptadl 
occupations. .(Hear, hear.) It had been re- 
ported that the Government had decided to 
bring within the area of compulsion men at- 
taining 18 years of age since August Ist last, 
all time-expired men, and a considerable pro- 
portion of men of military age now In 
exempted occupations. 
APPEAL TO GO. THE WHOLE LENGTH. 

lí the Government were conceding so muh, 
he implored them to go the whole iength, 
and place this business of recruiting upon th- 
only firm, unassailable, and entirely satisfac- 
tory basis—the equality of obligation for all 


was concerned, That was often spoken of as 
equality of sacrifice, but he was afraid that 
was an imposgjble ideal. There might be 
equality of treatment, but; in view of; the 
great variety of human circumstances, it was 
not possible that there should not be an in- 
finite variety of degrees of sacrifice. But 
there was no reason why there should not be 
equality of obligation. There might, there 
ought to, be no exceptions, except on public 
grounds. The country had the same right to 
the services of all eligible men, and heaven 
knew there was the ‘need. The test of a 
man’s fitness for military service ought to be 
of the strictest character. He thought that 
there had been too much laxity in taat re- 
spect. The only valid reason for excusing a 
man was that he was physically unfit for mili- 
tary or other work connected with the con- 
duct of the war. If the Government stopped 
short of what he suggested, they would only 
get into fresh difficulties. If time-expired 
men were to be ‘subjected to compulsion, 
would they not have a grievance in regard 
to other men who had rendered no service at 
all, and who were called upon to take their 
share ‘of the burden? The necessity of 
national service was, he believed, evident to 
everybody who looked at~the war without 
prejudice, and free from all considerations 
other than those connected with the, war. 
The Government, unfortunately, had only 
taken half-measires. Time had been spent in 
what was known as “anxious considerations,” 
in the study of innumerable sets of figures, 
the object of which seemed to be to deter- 
mine what was the minimum amount of na- 
tional effort required to “get through.”’ 
Surely it was evident, in a struggle of this 
magnitude, that we wanted every man we 
could get. (Hear, hear.) There was no limit 
to our requirements, and we cotild never do 
all we oucht to do until we had done all we 
could. (Cheers.) 
VOLUNTARY SYSTEM NOT EFFECTIVE. 
Continuing, Lord Milner said that at the 
time of the formation of the Coalition Govern- 
ment the results attained by voluntary recruit- 
img were a tribute to the patriotism of the 
people, .but for all that it had proved far from 
effective. The hopes that the new Govern- 
ment would deal decisively with the question 
were doomed to disappointment. For three 
months the country—or rather its rulers—kept 
burying their heads in the sand, trying to 
convince the nation that the voluntary sys- 
tem, whith had degenerated into a mixture of 
cajolery and threats, was adequate. The only 
thing that was done was to create as National 
Register, and when that register was agreed 
upon it was stated again and again in the 
House of Commons that it was never going 
to be used to supply men for the Army. 
Ministers continued to fight shy of dealing 
with recruiting problems, and by the hegin- 
ning of the autumn it had become evident 
that the Olympian calm with which, to all 
external appearances, they regarded the situa- 
tion really: covered considerable anxiety and 
very acute differences of opinion. All this 
while, when nothing was being done, the war 
was going extremely badly for the Allies. 


WANT OF MEN. 

Every new development of the war was 
emphasising the supreme importance of 
numbers, and especially of British num- 
bers, which were short of men everywhere 
—short of men on the Western front, short 
of men at Snvia Bay, short of meir on the 
Tigris. There may have been other causes 
of failare, but there was always that per- 
manent, ubiquitous cause—want of men. 
(Cheers.) : 

Having regard to the time we began the 
war, it. was not surprising that ever since, 
undér, the conditions which so long prevailed, 
want of men should remain our heaviest han- 
dicap. The burden of his criticism’ was the 
slowness with which the Government’ had 
learned its lesson—that they still pinned their 
faith 6n computations of the precise numbers 
by which they would just scrape through, in- 
stead of getting the last man they could arm 
and train.

VICTORY. 


The capture of Trebizond by the Russian 
forces is a welcome reminder of the vilnera- 
bility of the enemy hopes in a particularly 
important region, writes the military corres- 
pondent of the Daily Telegraph. Turkey 
continues to crumble. before the persistent 
blows of the uscovite Power, and the con- 
tinuation of the process must produce the 
gravest milit and political results. How 
seriously the situation is regarded in Berlin 
is proved by the appointment of Marshal von 
Mackensen, the victor of the Dnuajec and 
Cholm, to rally and reorganise the whole 
Turkish Army in Asia.

LORD CREWE. 

The Marquis of CREWE said that the 
House had listened with great interest to the 
statement of the noble viscount, and they on 
those benthes would have been ha py to reply 
to him if it had been possible at that moment 
to enter into a detailed discussion. It would 
be only possible for them to do that after 
making a statement of the intentions of the 
Government in dealing with this question. 
They had hoped it. would have been possible 
to have done so that evening, but it was not 
within their power. 1t was quite within the 
right of the noble viscount to set out his 
views, but it was also within the right of the 
Government to abstain from discussing the 
matter until the statement he had spoken of 
had been made. The Government had been 
accused of some dilatoriness in dealing with 
this subject. He noticed in the bill of 
a popular newspaper, which had a large cir- 
culation, these words—‘* Downing Street Still 
Thinking.” (Laughter.) Well, that, of 
course, was a grave charge to bring against 
anybody. (Renewed laughter.) He had no 
doubt the conductors of some of those popular 
newspapers, and not a few of their readers, 
could not be accused of excessive devotion to 
that damngérous practice. (Cheers and 
laughter.) But the noble viscount, at any 
rate, was not likely to complain of their-desire 
to give close and careful consideration to this, 
or any other subject. He must be fully aware 
of the great complexity Which surrounded 
the whole subject, and he fully recognised the 
diversity and number of the conflicting claims. 
It was, perhaps, true that if we lived in a 
simpler civilisation, when every man ,of mili- 
tary age could be called upon to fight, when 
the primitive industries could be carried on 
by older men and women, the conduct of the 
war would be an infinitely easier matter. 
But we lived in very different circum- 
stances, and the Government were not 
ashamed of having been obliged to consider 
the question from every possible angle. 
a were those who took a different view 

the subject of universal service than that 
held by the noble viscount, and they held 
that view with the same conviction with 
which the noble jord held his own.

They had backed up the Govern- 
ment in every way, and if the Government 
would oúly show them a definite policy he 
was sure they would find all sections of the 
couritry would support them. He was bound 
to say that the Government were losing the 
confidence of the country, and he earnestly 
begged them to treat the country differently. 
If the Government would only take a strong 
liné they would have the country behind 
them. There was nothing the country would 
not give, either in men or money. If a 
sufficiency was not supplied the responsibilit 
must rest with the Government, and wit 
the Government alone. Sooner or later, the 
Government must be prepared to make up its 
mind on this question. ose members who 
could not make up their mind had befter 
stand aside. The gravity of the situation 
‘was so deep, and the feelings of the country 
were so strong, that, if the House agreed 
to the adjournment of the debate, they ought 
to be rewarded by a full statement of a firm 
and strong policy of the Government not 
later than to-morrow.

THE BIKANIR CAMEL AND 
_ EGYPTIAN COLLEAGUE. 
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WORK OF INDIAN TROOPS. 


(FROM THE PRESS ASSOCIATION'S SPECIAL 
“CORRESPONDENT. ) 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, 

EGYPTIAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, 

Apri 4. 

The troops holding the Canal defences will 
look back upon their sojourn in the land of 
Egypt after they have left it much as did the 
escaped hosts of Israel. It has been a time of 
unremitting. strenuous toil under a sun that 
daily. grows hotter,.in a thirsty, hungry, 
shadeless land, that nourishes nothing but 
beetles and lizards, im preparation for an at- 
tack that in all likelihood will never be made. 
Making bricks for Pharaoh can scarcely have 
been harder work than our men—British, Aus- 
tralasian, and Indian—have been doing ; and, as 
far as the attractions of the country are con- 
cerned, we know that six weeks after their 
flight the’ Children of Israel were expressing 
a decided préference for Egypt and square 
meals over freedom in the desert beyond Ain 
Mussa, where our Indian oe now hold the 
front line. All the way to the Gulf of Suez 
the front runs continuously through sand. If 
a trench is dug, it fills with sand whenever 
the wind. blows, and has to be re-excavated 
the next — , Moreover, the sand exer- 
cises a sort of water pressure, and your 
revetemietit of sandbags hes to. be firmly 
anchored to a wall of sandbags some feet in 
front of it, so that there is twice as much 
shovelling to be done as when one digs in 
solid, comfortable earth. 

IRISH HOTEL MANAGER, 

As one goes south along the Canal one gets 
out of the Anzac belt and into the country 
held by the Indian ‘troops. They hold the 
extreme right of. the long line, and the 
fortifications here are the work of their hands. 
One reaches this end of the line from Suez, 
or rather from its pleasant little annexe of 
Fort Tewfik. War. has crowded the little 
town beyond all comparison with its previous 
self. The tents of the Army fill its open 
spaces. Its club and its one hotel are filled 
by military and naval officers. The hotel, by 
the way, is being managed by the gallant 
Irish Canal pilot, who, when his leg was 
blown off by a Turkish eight-inch shell on the 
bridge of the Hardinge in last year's attack, 
coolly bade them bring up a chair, so that he 
could go on conning the ship to her anchorage. 
It is difficult to imagine that a human being 
could survive such a battering as he sustained ; 


but he is not only alive, but vigorous, and his 
fame is great in the Near East, as it deserves 
to be. ‘Suez, like many places in Egypt, 1s 
sadly maligned by repute. If it really be the 
last outpost of the Ten Commandants on 
the road to the East, no one need suppose 
that it is a lawless place itself. On the con- 


trary, in war time at any rate, it is a correct 
little town, where soldiers and civilians have 
to mind their p's and q's. 

PREPARING FOR THE ENEMY. 

The best view-points over the right end of 
the line are the eminences of Gebel Murr and 
Ain Mussa (Moses’ Well). Gebel Murr is a 
ridge of sand rising out of the plain some 
eight miles almost due east of Suez. It rises 
384 feet above the plain, and has naturally 
become one of the strongest points of our 
whole line. A short ride from the railhead 
brings one to the foot of the rise, and from 
thence’ one climbs up to the crest, where the 
defence works in front and either flank can 
be overlooked for several miles. . To the east, 
after a few miles of flat desert, the ground 
begins to lift towards the Sinai range, which 
rises up in a formidable barrier, a al- 
most due. north and south, about a dozen 
miles away. The crests are from 1,500 to 
1.800 feet, and the mountain: wall is broken 
by the mouths of many wadis, from which 
the enemy will presumably debouch if he ever 
attacks the sonthern end of the Canal. He 
will be well advised to keep away. Our air 
service and horse and camel patrols, which 
constantly scour the desert in search of in- 
formation, keep us informed of his movements, 
and he will find advancing up a smooth sand 
glacis, under a converging fire from both 
flanks, and from invisible enemies, a more 
deadly business than even the storming of 
trenches in Gallipoli, where he could at least 
bolt back to his own ‘trenches as soon as his 
attack was beaten off. The enemy is, of 
course, well aware that the commanding 
points of the line are the most difficult to 
tackle, but.if he attempts to get through be- 
tween them he runs even greater risks, for 
he would probably never get back at all. -On 
a smaller scale it would be as dangerous an 
adventure as taking an army through the gap 
at Belfort. 

THE LORDS OF THE DESERT. 
The Bikanir Camel Corps have the best of 


their swift easy trot, simply swallow up the 
sandy leagues, and seem not to know what 
fatigue is, the Bikanir troopers are the lords 
of the desert. Over ground where the in 
fantryman tires himself doing two miles an 
hour and the cavalry five miles, they swing 
along atthe rate of ten miles an hour. Theirs 
is the adventurous patrol work in the desert 
and theirs, as an officer of Indian infantry 
pointed out to me, will probably be the cream 
of the fighting, if we have any, with the 
enemy’s cavalry or Bedouin levies. rhe 
Bikanir camel is a standing reproach to the 
Egyptian camel. He has twice the size, 
strength, speed, and manners of his African 
brother-in-ayms. The Egyptian camel is a 
useful beast. He humps all manner of 
burdens to the front. Wherever you look you 
see strings of them stalking in single file across 
the desert and looking with their Arab drivers 
like strayed sections of Moses’s baggage train. 
But they are shabby snarling brutes, kneel- 
ing with a growl to receive their loads, rising 
with a groan to bear them away, and gur- 
gitating threateningly with strange liquid 
noises the entire length of their necks between 
whiles. They bite each other and tie them- 
selves into knots with their headropes, and 
have to be disentangled by shrill Arabs and 
richly vituperative’ lommies. Hate of man 
is in their eyes and scorn of him in their 
upper lip. They throw their loads off and 
bolt when opportunity occurs. Sometimes 
they die, but very reluctantly,, of overwork 
for King and country. 
ELIM OF THE TWELVE WELLS. 

At Gebel Murr one is not far from the ex- 
treme right of our front in the Sihai desert. 
Ten miles to the southward is Ain Mussa, the 
Elim of the Bible, which is practically the 
end of the long line. ‘ They came to Elim,” 
says the historian of the Exodus (15.27), 
“where were twelve wells of water and three 
scote and ten palm trees; and they encamped 
there.’’ This description tallies closely enough 
to-day. There are still twelve wells of 
water, most of them too brackish for use, and 
a long straggling grove of date palms, said 
to produce the best fruit in Egypt, There is 
an abrupt change here in the nature of the 
ground. The sand which is continnally kept 
moist by sea water filtering through it from 
the Gulf of Suez a couple of miles away, packs 
and does not blow about. Moreover. it lies 
upon a stratum of solid rock, which in places 
crops out to the surface. e wells are all 
on the tops of low hills, and s ring con- 
tannously, apparently from subterranean 
pockets which must be fed by the sea. ‘Here, 
within three months, the Indian troops gar- 
risoning the position have made a fortress 
capable of withstanding an army. It has Leen 
hard work. 

AIN MUSSA. 


Ain Mussa is reputed to be the pleasantest 
station along the whole front. At Gebes 
Murr in the ever shifting sand the 
envy of its palm trees, its wells, 
houses.

- They are now 
separated from the city by only 16 miles of 
roadway no part of -which is considered 
capable of sustained defence, although since 
the we of a the Turks have ertaken 
everything possible to perfect the defensive 
powr of the Trebizond fortifications, and have 
greatly increased the garrison, which is now 
said to contain three complete divisions. 
Therefore, the word ‘‘imminent” is:no lon 
used in preestivs the occupation of Trebi- 
zond, and it is realised that the city will be 
taken only after the hardest struggle, which 
is likely to outclass in stubborness and dura- 
tion that which resulted in the fall of Erze 
rum. 

_The Russian capture of the Larddere posi- 
tion, to take which necessitated the crossing 
of a swift stream, particularly swollen and 
turbulent at this time of year, was made 
possible hy the fine assistance rendered by the 
Russian Fleet. The Turks, apparently believ- 
ing that the recent appearance of the Breslau 
had caused the Russian Fleet to abandon the 
operation which it so successfully executed in 
eonjunction with the land forces, and not 
anticipating a bombardment from the cea, set 
up no shore batteries, but limited their con- 
struction of defences to an elaborate system 
of wire entanglements. A vigorous bombard- 
ment from the sea, which demolished a great 
part of the Turkish fortifications; was fol- 
lowed by an infantry attack, which met with 
little resistance. : 

The Turks are still fiercely resisting the 
Russian force operating against Baiburt. If 
these operations ate successful it is expected 
that they will unite the two groups of Rus- 
sian forces operating along the coast and west 
of Erzerum in such a way that further Tur- 
kish efforts to prevent thé solid advance of 
the Russian Armies over the whole width of 
the front will be useless.

GERMANY AND THE UNITED

COUNT BERNSTORFE’S 
MOVE.

The 
consensus of opinion is that Germany, brought 
face to face with the question of a severance of 
diplomatic relations, will find a pretext for 
again pretending a complete reversal of her 
submarine policy.

A TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, “May 1, through the mediom of your paper, 
draw attention to the fine opening for young 
girls which is afforded by the Training School for 
Nurses at the Belfast Babies’ Home? The Home 
was staried in 1912 with the object of providing 
maintenance and pruper*up-bringing for motherless 
infants, and since the outbreak of war this. work 
has bees recognised as particularly valuable, and 
pe public have been generous in supporting it. 
Now, however, owing to the widespread rush of 
girls into Red Cross and other war work, the 
Committee of Management are  taced with a 
shortage of probationers, and, of course, this cur- 
tailment of the nursing staff means a reduction 
in t numbers of babies admitted to the Home. 
The profession of trained nurse for infants is very 
popular im England and Scotland, where there are 
various training schools; but the Belfast Babies’. 
Home is the raon | oue in Ireland where nurses 
receive their instruction from medical women and a 
fully qualified héspital-trained matron. The course 
of training laste six months, and certificates are 
given to candidates who pass their examinations to 
the satisfaction of the examining doctor. It seems 
a great pity that more Irish girls do not take 
up this profession, as it is one of the few open 
to women in which the demand for their services 
exceeds the supply, and the work is, moreover, 
healthy, interesting. and well paid. 

The Committee of the Home feel sure that, if 
the advantages of this career were better known, 
many young girls. would ayai!l themselves of the 
course of training, and we make this appeal te 
parents, clergymen, and teachers to advise girls, 
as yet undeckled as to what work they intend to 
take up, to consider this profession on itg merits 
before going in for typewriting, millinéry, dress- 
making, or any of the already over-stocked busi- 
nesses open to women. The building-up of healthy 
infant life is fine constructive work at any time, 
but at present, with a falling birth-rate, a risin 
infant mortality rate, and the terrible. daily toll 
of the war, the saving of iwfant [Mle hecomes a 
matter of supreme importance, and should strongly 

to the patriotism of girls and women 
generally.

THE FREEDOM OF LONDON 
CITY. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRA™.) 
LONDON, TrespaY. 


Mr. W. M. Hughes, the Prime Minister of 
Australia, to-day received the freedom of the 
City of London. The ceremony took place in 
the Guildhall, undet the presidency of the 
Lord Mayor, and in the presence of a very 
distinguished assembly, which included Mr. 
Bonar Law, Mrs. Asquith, Mr. Chamberlain, 
the Marquis of Lincolnshire. Lord Sandhurst, 
Lord Islington, Lord Reading, the Lord Chief 
ustice ; 
asal), íor Australia; Sir Frederick Ban- 
bury, and many of the Agents-General for the 
Colonies:' The civic authorities attended in 
= regalia, and .many naval and military 

were present. Indian officers occu- 
pied the small gallery. Australian officers, 
and met, wounded at Gallipoli were given a 
conspicuous position. There were represen- 
taties of the elementary school at West- 
minster, at. which Mr. Hughes was a scholar, 
and the company included those representing 
nearly al! phases of public and business life. 
Outside the Cuildhalt the guard of honour 
consisted of a contingent of the Australian Im: 
perial Force. In the streets leading to the 
Guildhall the Australian Premier passed 
through cheering crowds, and upon arriving 
at the hall he was given a most enthusiastic 
reception bv the vast audience. 

The freedom scroll was enclosed in a box 
bearing the figures of Australian soldiers, and 
illustrations of life in the Commonwealth. 


PRESENTATION OF THE 
FREEDOM. 
The City Chamberlain, in presenting the 
freedom, eulogised the work of Mr. Hughes, 


| and, alluding to the Australian assistance 


given during the war, said that the battles in 
Galipoli: would be remembered with emotion 
and pride as long as British history lasted. 
The heroic deeds of the Australian soldiers 
would be an imperishable memory for us, and 
an inspiriting example for generations to come. 
(Cheers. ) 

' The new freeman then subscribed the 
ancient formula that he did not desire the 
freedom. to defrand the King or the city, and 
that he would “pay. his scot and bear his 


lot.’ 
MR. HUGHES. 

Mr. Hughes, in returning thanks, said that 
the ceremony was one to kindle the imagina- 
tion and fill the mind with glorious images of 
the greatness of our destiny. This war, which 
had plunged civilisation into an inferno, had 
welded the scattered nations of our Empire 
into one united péople. (Cheers.) Thoug 
now we were passing through the valley of 
the shadow of death, yet should we be hfted 
to heights illumined Ly the spirit of self-sacri- 
fice and see a land more glorious than we had 
ever known. “ The British race,” he declared, 
"“has found its seul’’—(cheers)—‘*‘ and i, as 
an Australian, as a citizen and representative 
of a democracy that, hating war, still prepared 
for it’’—({bear, hear)—‘‘ rejoice that | am 
privileged to live in these devs, and be akin 
to the valiant living who daily walk into the 
very jaws of death in order that their country 
and their liberties may be saved.” *(Cheers.) 
‘‘ When I speak of our Empire and the great 
destiny that opens before it, I do not speak 
of territorial expansion or: of increase af 
wealth, but of wider opportunities for the de- 
velopment of the institutions of free govern- 
ment, and of such economic and social condi- 
tions as are worthy of a great people, and 
which will ensure to the peaceful nations of 
the earth absolute security from all who seek 
to disturb the world’s peace. (Cheers.) This 
is what the Empire and its maintenance mean 
to me. It is-an ideal which shogld spur all 
section’ of society to united action, and the 
possibilities of its Yealisation are even now 
enrolling themselves, (Hear, hear.) We shall 
see its glories if we prove ourselves worthy. 
But we can only do so by deeds. Much has 
to be dome. The British Empire covers a fifth 
of the earth. It is a veritable land of pro- 
mise, am alluring bait to those Powers who 
know but one law—that to the strong belong 
all things. Visionaries may babble about 
peace, but the stern lesson which the history 
of all ages, as well as the great conflict in

He 
could imagine that occasion might arise when 
we were engaged in a war which was not 
approved by the nation, and when patriotic 
men felt it their duty to advocate a 
different. policy in the admjpnistration of 
affairs. Under these circumstances, it woul 

be a great evil if men holding these views 
were prevented by the form of law from 
giving expression to them at public meetings 
or in the Press. He would be very sorry, 
indeed, if any action taken in this year 1916 
should be in the future brought up as a 
recedent for the suspension, in time of war, 
of the right of free speech, but, if disorder 
were anticipated as the result of the action 
of a small clique of individuals, it was clearly 
the duty of the Government to intervene. 
The circumstances here were most excep- 
tional. Meetings in Trafalgar 

supposed’ to represent the opmion of the 
Metropolis, and, if a meeting was held which 
represented the views of only a small 
minority of the people of London, it was 


quite certain that the majority of the people 


would desire to demonstrate conclusively 
that the views entertained by the people of 
London were not those advocated by the 
holdera of the meeting.

ALL MUNITION WORKERS. 


Messrs. Scott"somployés were in an fara different 
ition in some respects from their co-defendants, 
ans they were all employed, eight or ten 

days before the strike broke out, expressely for 
the purpose of the making oi munition boxes, and 
with the exception of one man, Whose time sheet 
ad not been produced, and to whom he gave the 
benefit of the doubt, he found they were all muni- 
tion workers. With regard to Collen Brothers, 
he fonnd that two only of their émployés were 
subject to this Act. In the case of Messrs. Dawson 
and of Messrs. Conolly, he was not satisfied that 
their men were subject to the Act. That being 
so, the.only duty that devolved upon this tribunal 
was to fix the amount of the penalty those held to 
be liable shonlkd pay, and he was happy to be able 
to say that in delivering the sentence of the Court 
he was only. as regarded this particular branch of 
the case, the mouthpiece of his two assessors, be- 
cause the Act preacribed that where the assessors 
on any question other than a question of 
law, he as Chairman of the tribunal must give 
effect to thaí decision. He was asked by his 
assessors to state that certain facts which were 
in evidence had materially influenced them 
the amount of the penalty which they had 
One fact by which they were impressed— 
i d was he—was that although this 
arose on 3ist December of last year, 
amd ght to ite, Kim knowledge in 
eg Ei SA framed with the atmost good taste, the 
employers took no notice y that demand until 9th 
March. On that date they intimated to the secre 
tary of the men's society that they would consider 
i ‘at a conference on 14th March. That left. 
in the opinion of the assessors, an inadequate time 
for the consideration of the very grave questions in 
dispute—only seventeen days before the employés’ 
notice would determine their employment, ere 
was a rule in the agreement entered inte between 
the .employers and men, which provided a 
remedy by arbitration in the case of all trade dis 
mtee, and in his opinion that rule was not subject 
9 the nafrow interpretation put upon it by 
mbie. it provided clear machinery for 
intnediate settiement of all disputes as 
conditions of employment and the rates of pay 


FRESH CONTRACTS. 


The employers did nothing to bring that rule into 
operation. Of course that was their business, not 
the business of the tribunal, but it was a matter to 
be taken into aeconnt. While this trade dispute 
was pending, and no steps had been taken to settle 
it, a namber of these employers—he believed with 
utmost bona fides—in March entered into fresh 
contracts with the Monition Board, althongh it 
must have been present to their minds that serious 
trouble might possibly arise in the labour world in 
Dublin. With the merits of this dispute they 
wished distincily to say they expressed no opinion 
whatsoever. He dared say the carpenters had a 
erievance, and that the employers also had substantia! 
rievances. It was not the function of that tri- 
anal to say anything which would prevent an 
amicable settlement of this lamentable dispute 
looking at the papers before him he saw that the 
City of Dublin was in a position to benefit by these 
contracts to the extert of £1.250 or £1,500 per 
week, and it was lamentable that in these times 
of stress this huge sum of money should be 
lost to the city. They did not form an opinion as 
to who was to blame. But the fact remained. 
and a number of considerations had to be imported 
into this case so that all the facts might be 
fore the tribunal. They were all-giad to hear 
that Mr. Gamble; a gentleman of hich position, 
id not think the conduct of the workers was 
“selfish and unsympathetic,’ * as had 
in the eecretary’s letter of the 
Now another matter his friends considered 
this—that to the mind of Mr. Gamble 
it never occurred until the 26th March 
that the Munitions Act might have had applica- 
tion te the position of these men w Were making 
t boxes, and they said that if such a con- 
sideration did not occur to the astute and highly 
trained intellect of Mr. Gamble; it might well 
have not occurred at all to the intelligent working 
man. Taking all those circumstances into con- 
sideration—and while they deenly deplored this 
unfortunate dispute, and while they asked him on 
their behalf to express 4 - » for a speedy and 
pga age ee gu of this very regrettable 
they thonght under all the circumstances, 
though they wished on KW: to have it known 
that the action they took in this matter was not 
under any circumstances to be considered ag a 
precedent in dealing wita future strikes—the con- 
clusion they arrived at was entirely 
to the og sm circumstances of the 
present strike. And th there was power given 
to the tribanal to imeasa. a penalty up to £5 a day 
they said that the justice of this particular case 
would be met by inflicting a fine of 2/6 on each of 
the forty-three workers he had named. In conclu- 
sion, he ex the hope that they had heard 
the last of this dispute, and that good relations 
would soon be restored between the workmen and
